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Me: SPENCE’S designs for 
the new Cathedral have 
still to be submitted to Coventry 
City Council and the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. 

The paintings of the interior 
were done while Mr. Spence 
was on holiday in Spain recently, 
and tell us more about the 
designer’s intentions. In the 
exterior drawing, the saw-tooth 
plan of the nave results in a 
silhouette of roof which will 
alter considerably according to 
where the observer stands, with 
varying effects, some dramatic, 
some possibly uneasy in outline. 
The circular chapel 1s most 
dramatic and the drawings 
generally give the impression 
of a cathedral designed as a 
setting for a great film. The 
extremely slender columns will, 
if they honestly support the 
roof, call for some brilliant 
engineering. 

There is a touch of Gordon 
Craig’s theatre designs in the 
vista from the Old Cathedral, a 
reminder of Mr. Spence’s gifts 
as a draughtsman-painter. Alto- 
gether these new drawings main- 
tain interest at a high pitch and 
make us impatient to see the 
Cathedral built. One thing is 
certain, the new building has 
a distinctive personality and 
should raise the spirits of those 
who say that architecture 1s 
in the doldrums.

DENMARK HONOURS FRANK YERBURY 


Mr. Frank Yerbury, Director of the Building Centre, 
has been made a Knight of the Order of the Dannebrog 
by the King of Denmark in recognition of his work for 
the improvement of cultural relations between Denmark 
and this country. Mr. Yerbury, who was decorated by the 
King of Sweden some years ago is almost as well known 
in Scandinavia as he is here. Indeed, one rarely meets 
anyone there who does not know him. During his 26 
years as secretary of the A.A:, Mr. Yerbury toured most 
European countries photographing the buildings and get- 
ting to know the architects. His beautiful pictures intro- 
duced contemporary European architecture to this country 
and persuaded many British architects to go out and see it 
for themselves. Two Scandinavian countries evidently feel 
that Mr. Yerbury has served them well. We have even 
greater cause to thank him and the RIBA has already 
shown its appreciation of his remarkable talents by making 
him an Honorary Associate. My congratulations and best 
wishes to Mr. Yerbury will be echoed, I know, by everyone 
interested in architecture both at home and abroad, par- 
ticularly as this honour comes on the eve of the expansion 
of the Building Centre, which he has so successfully 
nurtured. 


THE CUSTOMER !S ALWAYS RIGHT, OR SWEDEN 

THROUGH THE LOOKING GLASS 

My pictures show two buildings. One is the town hall 
at Halmstad designed by Ahlberg and Sterner, the other 
Norfolk House, Norwich, designed by Wright and Mason 
and recently completed for the Raymond King Organiza- 
tion. Many people will agree that they have certain points 
of similarity. According to Byggnads Varlden, the Stock- 
holm building paper, Mr. Raymond King is devoted to 
Sweden and attempts to justify this remarkable architectural 
escapade by saying that Norwich Cathedral is Norman 
and many houses in Norwich Flemish. I am sorry that 
I have no comparative plans to show you, but some of 
the architects’ ingenuity in fitting a town-hall facade to a 
block of offices can be seen in the photographs. The 
architects of Halmstad town hall are reported to be very 
angry, but need they be? 

We have all heard that the Taj Mahal Hotel in Bombay 
was built back to front; that drawings for barrack blocks 
in Rawalpindi and Dublin were confused; that a bridge 
designed in England was built in China with its founda- 
tions uppermost and that a hotel on the East Coast of 
England was built as the Kaiser’s H.Q. One day no 
doubt some such story will be concocted to explain the 
similarity between Norfolk House and Halmstad Town 
Hall but we must always remember that “ Truth is stranger 
than fiction.” 

FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT EXHIBITION 

You may have heard that a large exhibition of the work 

of Frank Lloyd Wright is at present touring the continent.

Facts are very difficult to obtain but it appears that the 


exhibition was prepared at the expense of Gimble Bros., 
the Philadelphia departmental store. It requires ten thou- 
sand square feet of floor space, and anyone wishing to show 
it must pay all expenses including those of sending it on to 
the next place. I can discover no precise figure of costs 
and have been quoted various sums between five and ten 
thousand dollars. 

If you add to the lowest of these figures the cost of 
hiring accommodation and other incidental expenses 
such as advertising, the tote] amount is more than anyone 
is likely to be able to afford in this country. I cannot 
see such a show paying its way. It is a pity that the 
exhibition is so large for surely justice could be done even 
to Frank Lloyd Wright in rather less than ten thousand 
square feet. I wonder whether the RIBA would be 
sufficiently interested to try to arrange the promotion of 
the exhibition in this country. After all, F.L.W. is a 
Royal Gold Medallist. 
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HOBBIES CORNER

BUILDING RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Until now I have not been impressed with the pub- 
lished works of the United Nations on Building. Those 
that I have seen have been vast, indigestible and of very 
limited appeal. I am therefore happy to be able to welcome 
their Directory of Building Research and Development 
Organizations in Europe as a very useful book to all 
seekers after the latest information on building matters. 
Twenty-six countries are included and no one is omitted, 
although the information on some countries is a little 
thin. The book is well arranged and includes government- 
sponsored and trade research associations and a section on 
international organizations with the names of those in 
charge. The national sections begin with a note on the 
general organization of research in the country concerned. 
The price of the book is 75 cents (U.S.) or its equivalent 
and it may be obtained through H.M.S.O. This publica- 
tion has appeared less than a year after a conference at 
Geneva recommended its compilation. Such despatch is 
highly commenable. 
ALUMINIUM FOR CHURCH ROOFS 

The S.P.A.B. is suggesting that pure aluminium sheet 
should be used in place of lead for roofing churches 
because of the depredations of lead thieves. Between two 
and three hundred churches have been stripped of their 
lead in the last two years. Unfortunately this suggestion 
is in the cake instead of bread class for although aluminium 


is not so valuable it is at present even more 

obtain than lead. Churches are not the only 

from which lead is being stolen. T heard only 

of a well-known architect who had just a 

and was waiting to move in when thieves stripped the 
lead from the roof letting the weather in with disastrous 
results. The S.P.A.B. has suggested a stricter control 
on the sales of secondhand lead but it is difficult to think 
of a way of putting this into operation which would stop 
what is now an easy and profitable criminal pastime. 
BRADFORD HELICOPTER CONSCIOUS 


The City of Bradford has just formed a civil aviation 
committee. One of its first tasks is to look for helicopter 
landing places. Speaking after the Committee’s first 
meeting the deputy town clerk said that sites ‘would be 
discussed “in their broadest sense.” I hope the committee 
will remember that such landing places need only be as 
broad as they are long. 


AN EARLY CONCRETE HOUSE 


Straying off the road near Addlestone, Surrey, this week- 
end I came upon the ruins of a large house. Much of it 
has disappeared under brambles but the remains will I 
imagine last a long time, for they are of mass concrete. 
Someone has had a shot at demolition and three-foot-thick 
chunks lie all around. Openings up to eight feet wide were 
apparently satisfactorily spanned using a little hoop iron as 
reinforcement. The extent and style—imparted in the 
rendering of the remains suggest that the house was built 
towards the end of the last century. Is the construction 
unique for the period? 


PLUM JOBS GOING 


I do not remember a time when there were so many big 
architectural appointments vacant. The chair of archi- 
tecture at Edinburgh is still not filled; Professor Budden 
is shortly retiring from the Liverpool School; a new prin- 
cipal has yet to be appointed at the A.A.; and now comes 
an advertisement for a city architect for Birmingham at a 
salary which even in these days is considerable.

As a further step in the preparation 
of the Administrative County of Lon- 
don Development Plan, 1951, the 
Town Planning Committee are sub- 
mitting for approval. by the Council 
on October 9, for the purpose of statu- 
tory consultation with the City Cor- 
poration and the Metropolitan 
Borough Councils, maps defining areas 
of comprehensive development and 
maps showing land proposed for 
designation as subject to compulsory 
acquisition for the purposes of 
government, local government and 
other public services. 

All these proposals will be subject 


to review in the light of the consulta- 
tions. 

Brief details are given of eight areas 
selected for comprehensive develop- 
ment during the 20-year period 
covered by the Development Plan :— 

City of London: 244 acres. Stepney- 
Poplar: 1,312 acres. Bermondsey: 
121 acres. South Bank: 288 acres 
(This included part of the river.) 
Elephant and Castle: 31 acres. Bun- 
hill Fields, Finsbury: 43 acres. 
Lewisham Clock Tower: 40 acres. 
St. Mary, Woolwich: 72 acres. 

All these are areas of extensive war 
damage, obsolete development and/ 
or bad layout. Financial respon- 
sibility for development will rest with 
the City Corporation in the case of the 
City of London area, with the 
Lewisham and Woolwich Metropolitan 
Borough Councils for the Lewisham 
Clock Tower and St. Mary areas res- 
pectively and with the L.C.C. for the 


other five areas, and for a major road 
improvement in the Lewisham Clock 
Tower area. 

It is pointed out that the definition 
of an area for comprehensive develop- 
ment does not necessarily mean that 
it is intended that the whole area shall 
be acquired by the Council, compul- 
sorily or otherwise, the Committee 
propose that “en in the 
Stepney-Poplar, and 
Elephant and Castle areas ae on 
ceed on the basis of the Council 
acquiring most of the lani; but in the 
case of the South Bank and Bunhill 
Fields areas, the Council will not be 
committed to acquisition of land on its 
own initiative. In each case the 
Council will rely on the co-operation 
of all developers to secure the 
scale improvements which are so desir- 
able in the public interest. 

The Designation Map will show a 
total of 380 acres of land to be acquired 
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for about 150 proposals for the 
Council’s own services (e.g., housing, 
education, open spaces, health centres, 
fire stations), and a further 210 acres 
for about 180 proposals for govern- 
ment and other local authority and 
public services. The Committee have 
included only those areas which are 
expected to be acquired within five 
years. The Committee are informing 
government departments and other 
local government and public authori- 
ties, some of whose proposals will in- 
volve rehousing of families when sites 
are redeveloped, that the Council can- 
not accept any responsibility for the 
rehousing involved.

Sir,—May I be permitted, for the 
benefit of your readers, to amplify the 
interesting account of the Bristol 
Colston Hall rebuilding in your issue of 
September 27, and also to correct some 
misleading statements therein? 

The second Colston Hall of 1898, 
which followed the fire of 1867, was 
built to the design of the Architects 
Messrs. Hall-Jones & Cummings, as the 
result of an open competition, and was 
generally considered to be one of the 
best public halls in the country for 
musical events. The present hall is 
also the outcome of a fire, not due to 
enemy action. during the recent war, 
which destroyed the reconstructed 1936 
hall. 

The description states “side bal- 
conies have been introduced” but it 
would be more accurate to say that they 
have been partly reinstated, one balcony 
each side now appearing instead of the 
two in the 1898 hall, which were taken 
out in 1936. 

The “special side entrance” men- 
tioned on p. 346 has in fact always ex- 
isted and was used by the gallery 
audience. It can clearly be seen in the 
left-hand corner of the exterior view on 
p. 348, which, incidentally, is not an ex- 
terior view of the hall but of the “ Little 
Theatre,” underneath which the chief 
access to the hall is obtained. A 
diagrammatic cross-section which I

clear, and also enable readers to identify 
the isolated piece of plan at the top of 
p. 347 as being in fact the upper portion 
of the main staircases. May the new 
hall have a long and successful life.

Sir,—With reference to recent corre- 
spondence in the Architectural Press, 
we wish to inform your readers that we 
have been protesting vigorously to the 
Board of Architectural Education for 
the past nine months. We have 
stressed the arbitrary manner in which 
their ruling has been enforced upon 
students who began training before the 
introduction of the requirement of 
twelve months’ post-graduate office 
experience. 

The principle of introducing new 
conditions of qualifications after 
students have begun training is one 
which should be deplored throughout 
the Profession. Yet, in fact, by their 
persistent refusal either to modify the 
conditions of exemption from the rul- 
ing, or even to make some statement in 
explanation of their attitude, the 
R.I.B.A. have shown remarkable lack 
of understanding of their student 
members’ point of view. This lack of 
understanding may well be due to the 
fact that students have no voice what- 
soever within the Institute, and in 
view of this rather undemocratic 
method of administration it is not 
really surprising to find students so dis- 
contented at what seems to them rank 
injustice. 

We would suggest that, in the event 
of the R.ILBA. reconsidering the 
method of applying their ruling, as 
suggested by the Editorial in the 
Builder of August 17 last, the 
R.L.B.A. should call upon students 
personally to present their cases before 
the Board. In this way the present 
atmosphere of mutual tension could be 
dispelled

HE Leagrave group of schools is sttuated in the valley 

of the River Lea between High Street, Leagrave and 

a new housing estate. The site of 16 acres has been 

planned as an educational precinct consisting of a Funior 

school, an Infants’ school and a Nursery school. The 
Nursery school is not yet built. 


Junior School 


The Funior school accommodates 480 boys and girls in 
twelve teaching rooms whick are arranged in three groups. 
Outside classroom windows are open-air teaching spaces, 
paved and separated from one another by beds of shrubs 
and flowers. Each classroom has a French window. Class- 
room windows are protected against the hottest sun partly 
by being provided with widely projecting eaves and tran- 
soms and partly by their orientation. On the inner sides 
of the classrooms are sloping clerestory windows at high 
level which ensure even distribution of day-lighting at all 
desks. 

In harmony with the nearby houses and the general 
character of the countryside, the greater part of the build- 
ing has sloping roofs and brick walls of a variegated plum- 
red colour. The roofs are covered with cedar shingles, 
laid to a flat pitch which give a roof shape resembling that 
of the new houses on the adjacent estate. The sloping 
roofs restore to the classroom blocks the emphasis they 
lack when all roofs are flat, in comparison with bulkier 
units like the assembly and dining halls. 


Infants’ School 


The Infants’ school accommodates 360 children in nine 
teaching rooms. In its general principles and details the 
building resembles that of the funior school. The plan 
is compact and simple for the young child to learn and for 
the head teacher to supervise. It composes well into a 
pleasant group of wings dominated by the greater mass

The following details of construction are common to 
both buildings. Heating is by radiators, the hot water 
being pumped round the circuits and heated by coke-fired 
boilers which are fired by automatic stokers. The lighting 
generally is by tungsten lamps; fluorescent fittings are pro- 
vided over the chalk boards in the Funior school. Radio 
reception and rediffusion systems have been built into both 
schools. These allow educational broadcasts to be heard 
when and where required and the systems can also be used 
for public address.

‘THIS exhibition was arranged as part of the Aycliffe Development Corporation’s contribution to the Festival of 
Britain and its main object, which was never lost sight of, was to present in the most direct manner the story of the 
new town from its fortuitous origin in a fortuitous war-time Royal Ordnance factory to its present state of development. 
To this end plans and technical written matter were kept down to a minimum and the story presented mostly by means 
of enlarged photographs, aerial views and a few models. The exhibition was arranged in the Community Association

Hall (which itself had originally been converted from a cowbyre). The Hall was divided into bays by means of light

The descriptive matter accompanying the photographs was printed in Rockwell 18 point medium type with 2 t 
bold caps on the same grey paper as the background, special emphasis to some points being given by means of white 
cut-out lettering. The main titles to all the screens were in 2in cut-out lettering pinned direct on to the 
The open king-post truss roof of the Hall was concealed by a white muslin ceiling and a certain amount of fluorescent

The Origin of Newton Aycliffe 


wi the abandonment, at the end of the war, of the direction of labour, the expected diffi 
soon arose of recruiting enough workers for the new factories virtually isolated in an agricultura 
area, away from centres of population. Long periods spent in travelling to and from work must cut 
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into leisure hours, and health, as well as happiness, must in time suffer from the burden of fatigue. 


To counteract this it was decided to build houses at Newton Aycliffe for the employees who 
want houses for themselves and their families. 

In April, 1946, the then Minister of Town and Country Planning made an order designating 
an area north of the Simpasture Railway for the Aycliffe New Town, and in August, 1946, the New 
Towns Act received Royal assent. 


In July, 1947, the Members of the Corporation were appointed by the (then) Minister of Town 
and Country Planning. 


The Trading Estate and the Story of the New Town 


apie the war the site of the Trading Estate and the New Town was an area of open country, 
with scattered farms and cottages. 


With the war came the necessity for utilizing all available labour, and it was decided to build 
a Royal Ordnance Factory in South-West Durham to tap local sources of labour. 


Proposed sites in the more populous parts were not available for development at once, owing 
to difficulties of drainage and subsidence, and for reasons of expediency the Royal Ordnance Factory 
was sited at Aycliffe, off the coalfield. 


At the peak period some | 5,000 people (largely women) were employed, and these had to be 
drawn from all parts of Durham, some workers travelling over 40 miles a day to and from their work. 

After the war the future of the factory was in question. It was by no means ideally situated 
for industrial use, since this would mean the continued transport of workers over long distances. 

Nevertheless, the country was in a grave economic position, and the abandonment at that time 
of works which had a high export production potential, and were conveniently served on excellent 
transport lines, would have been indefensible. 


Hence the factory came to be converted into a Trading Estate, since when certain modern 
factories have been built and various improvements carried out. 
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The New Town should attract additional labour from outlying settlements of the County where 
there is unemployment, such as the now moribund pit villages which have outlived their usefulness, 
and more than outlived the physical life of their houses. The resettlement of their populations 
within easy reach of Aycliffe is thus bound up with the elimination of the deplorable living conditions 
which still exist in many parts of South-West Durham. 


Note.—Alongside the map of the designated area and under the sub-heading ‘*‘ New Homes 
for Old ’’ photos of some dilapidated miners-cottages are contrasted with a view of Clarence Green 
at Newton Aycliffe. 


The group of photographs on the left shows various aspects of the site as it was before any work 
was started and illustrates its general characteristics. 

Apart from the slopes of the small valley of Woodham Burn and the artificially created mounds 
of the gun range, the site does not possess ony marked undulations. It is pleasant, rolling country, 
less bold than the colours of the relief map would lead us to believe, nevertheless there are certain 
eminences and variations which can be used in the design. 


The greater part of the site is agricultural land, though there are a number of woodland and 
scrub areas. The farms are small and of mixed type. The land itself is not particularly good, 
and in some cases the standard of maintenance, particularly of farm buildings, is low. 


The planning of Newton Aycliffe presents problems essentially different from those of the other 
New Towns in the Greater London Area. These generally are on the lines laid down by the New 
Towns Report: their plans include provision for new industries to provide local employment for their 
inhabitants. They are also based on existing settlements, some of considerable size with their 
own administration, traditions and local problems. 


Newton Aycliffe, on the other hand, has in the Trading Estate an existing industrial area, which 
is, in fact, the principal reason for its development. Its site is agricultural land with few natural 
features to stimulate or condition the planner, its communication pattern is uncomplicated by existing 
traffic through the site, and its total population is that proposed for neighbourhood units in the other 
New Towns.

The basic pattern of the design is formed by its five Wards, each with their five or six housing 
precincts and a district centre. [It is a pattern which suits the site and the sociological requirements 
equally well, the few limiting factors such as the boundaries of Woodham Valley, the Great North 
Road, and the Simpasture Railway, help to give shape rather than impose any distorting effects. 

Between the two halves of the town lies the Centre with its public buildings and the Town Park. 

To the north-east of the area, still in the midway belt, is the secondary school and its playing 
fields. 

Two infant and junior schools are situated in each half of the town in central positions between 
the Wards they serve. 

To the north lies the main park and lake area in Woodham Valley. 

A belt of open space to the south and on both sides of the Simpasture Railway separates the town 
from the industries of the Trading Estate. 

Note.—The master plan is shown diagrammatically by means of cut-out shapes in various 
coloured papers mounted on an Ordnance map. In the margin is mounted a photograph of George 
Grenfell Baines (of the Grenfell Baines group of architects), who is the Town Planning Consultant 
for both Newton Aycliffe and Peterlee. 


The Villages 


) bsp Aycliffe region contains a number of pleasant villages varying in size and character but 
consistently alike in plan. They are all built round greens. Sometimes these are only a 
widening of the verges of the road and the setting back of the cottages behind a row of trees, but in 
many cases the open space is of considerable area and the groups of cottages are arranged in a more 
or less formal square or rectangle around it. 

These villages are of special interest because their size and layout and the use of communal 
open space provides a local and traditional precedent for the Housing Precincts, the smallest unit 
into which the New Town is divided. 

The group of photographs in the screen headed The Local Tradition illustrates four typical 
villages in the region of Newton Aycliffe. A comparison of the plans of the villages and the layout 
plan (to a larger scale) of part of the new housing in the Clarence Farm area, reveals the principle 
which has been adopted in planning the Housing Precincts (housing in intimate groups arranged 
around small, enclosed greens). |The new group is more urban in character than the others because 
the buildings are generally higher and the green slightly smaller, but the simple lines and orderly 
grouping of the dwellings are common to both the old and the new. 
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The first constructional work to be done in the New Town was the erection of the group of 
aluminium houses on Clarence Green and Traveller's Green. 


These were followed by groups of Unity and Orlitt prefabricated three-bedroom houses in the 
Clarence East area (Precincts A2 and 3). 


A Swiss system of prefabrication for flats (Schindler-Gohner) was also introduced here, and 
the first block of flats to be completed in the town is built on this system. 


During the course of the next three years work on the construction of the town will be confined 
to that half of the town lying on the south-east side of the central spine road which will link the 
Railway Station, the Town Centre area, and the Great North Road. This section will comprise three 
of the five Wards of the Town. 


The Precincts 


The aim has been to design the layout of the dwellings so that the formation of social groups 
will be facilitated. In the village the strength of the community is based on personal contact in 
which the relations between each of its members is enduring and comprehensive and in which the 
corporate life is an extension of the family group. 

The architectural solution which will most nearly meet this need for more personal! contact 
than is in the nature of most towns, might be described as the free organization of dwellings into a 
cellular pattern of linked groups and open space, each group having an individual centre or focus. 
It is on this principle that the size and character of the various precincts have been based. 

The Ward is a larger group and of a size that can support the institution of a local shopping 
centre, a post office, a public house or club, communal buildings and a nursery school. 

The coloured cut-out plans with their key plans show how these housing precincts are built up 
into a typical Ward (in this case Ward ‘* A’) with its Ward Centre. 


Note.—The model in the foreground is of the primary school which is in course of construction 
at Sugar Hill. 
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Under the heading ‘* Yearly Progress in the New Town ”’ are shown four plans by the Engineers 
Department. The model in the foreground is of *‘ The Iron Horse ’’ public house, plans for which 
have reached the contract stage. 


Provision for immediate social needs 


The happiness and well-being of any community is dependent in the final analysis upon the 
success of the personal relationships of its members, and it would be planning for disaster to provide 
a mass of housing without parallel provision being made for the social and spiritual health of the 
community. 

In its final stages a town the size of Newton Aycliffe would maintain a large centre, which 
should be geographically in the middle of the town and which would cater for the widest possible 
range of communal activities. 

Structurally it should be designed to afford a high degree of flexibility and of the best type 
of organization, and building would be one which combined the requirements of a social centre, a 
community college and health club. 

In the present stage, although the immediate and over-riding demand would seem, superficially, 
to be the provision of houses, the initial needs of the growing community must be considered now, 
and it is vital for the pioneering citizens of the town to have some place where they can get together. 

To this end Clarence Cottage Farm has been adapted as a small Community Centre. This 
building quite clearly meets an urgent need, and there is no doubt that it will continue to serve a 
good purpose when the town is complete and the main centre is built. 

Contained also within this present group are a small ‘* village shop '’ and a posi: office. 

Two garages have been converted for use as a doctor's surgery and consulting room and a room 
in the old farmhouse is serving as a temporary church. 

To serve the educational needs of the youngest group of children, one-third of the completed 
block of Schindler-Gohner flats is to be converted into a temporary school until Sugar Hill School, 
which is now under construction, is completed.

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The site was purchased in 1920. The 
intention was to erect a building to accom- 
modate the Regional Office as weil as the 
Employment Exchange. In 1936 plans were 
authorized for a five-storey building to 
house, in addition, the staff of certain other 
Departments. Work was started in March, 
1937. A complete steel frame was erected 
but, with the war, work was suspended. 

At the end of the war plans had to be 
revised to meet the standards of accommoda- 
tion now necessary for the enlarged Employ- 
ment Exchange services. The changes in 
planning necessitated alterations to some 
parts of the steel frame. Work on the 
present building restarted in 1948. 

Expensive materials are sparingly used. 
Rubislaw grey granite has been used for 
facing the ground floor storey to Aytoun 
Street and for the plinth and the central 
door surround on the Roby Street front. 
The main entrance in Aytoun Street, and 
the frame of the long staircase window over, 
are of Black ‘* Bon Accord *’ granite. 

The facing bricks, generally, are 2in multi- 
coloured rustic facings with recessed joints. 
The dressings to the windows on Aytoun 
Street and the canal elevation are of natural 
Portland Stone, whilst the rest are of 
reconstructed stone to match. The steel 
windows are purpose made. The entrance 
doors are of Honduras mahogany. 

To reduce maintenance costs the walls of 
the public offices and the public staircases, 
which are subject to considerable wear, have 
been provided with dadoes of terrazzo or 
reconstructed Hopton Wood stone. 

The total floor area is 79,000 feet super. 
Practically the whole of the Ground and 
First Floors and part of the Second, some 
28,000 feet super, are occupied by large 
open offices dealing with the public. These 
offices are fitted with new types of counter 
fittings, designed in units each for a special 
form of business but capable of being 
interchanged.

The site is bounded by streets at front and back, At the south-east end the canal is a confining factor and at the north-western 
end an adjoining hospital building closely abuts. This created a problem in lighting the north-west crush hall. IIlustrations 
showing the solution of the problem are on the facing page. 

The central area of the building above ground floor level is divided into two wells by a three-storey spine section which contains

The problem created by the need to observe rights of light on the north-west wall was 
solved by providing a curved roof light along the full length of the crush hall. 
The photograph at the top of the page shows the crush hall looking towards the entrance 


doors. in the left wall are doors leading into the men’s unemployment insurance 
section. 


Left is a view Jooking down on the crush hall roof which shows the taper between the 
the line of the boundary wall and the line of the springing of the curved glass roof. 
The space formed by this taper is used as a service and ventilation extract duct. 


The space beneath the curved roof light forms an ambulatory divided from the main 
crush hall by columns and seating. Notice boards are built into the walls of this 
space as shown in the section and photograph above. 


Hardwearing and easily maintained wall and floor finishes are essential in a building 
of this kind where crowds collect.

In the main public spaces, 
such as the men’s and women's 
employment sections, hard wear- 
ing floors and wearing surfaces 
are essential. On the facing 
page is a picture of the women’s 
registration section. Walls have 
tiled dadoes, and the floor is 
of accotile. 

The cubicles of curved plywood 
are designed to give maximum 
privacy in interviews. Lighting 
in these sections is fluorescent. 
The conference room, right, is 
panelled in natural veneers— 
ventilation grilles are incor- 
porated as an integral feature 
over the entrance doors. Tne 
floor is of I!2in x I2in x 3,in 
cork squares. 

Heating is generally by hot 
water radiators on a normal 
single pipe system, circuits being 
zoned according to room aspects. 
Temperature control is auto- 
matic. An outside heat loss 
compensator controls a mixing 
valve to give the required flow 
temperature. In addition, room 
thermostats are provided on three 
floors to each zone ; the calls on 
these ore relay-averaged and 
actuate a motorized valve on the 
individual zone flow. 

A particular problem had to be 
overcome in ventilation in the 
public rooms due to possible over- 
crowding during peak periods. 
For this purpose a mechanical 
ventilation system was installed.

THE HOUSING SUMMARY presented 
to Parliament on October 3 as a White 
Paper, jointly by the Minister of Local 
Government and Planning and the Sec- 
retary of State for Scotland, shows that 
the number of permanent houses com- 
pleted in Great Britain during August was 
14,747 compared with 15,965 in July, and 
with 14,945 in August, 1950. 

The total number of permanent houses

BUILDING RESEARCH CONGRESS 
overseas delegates travelled to Weston- 
super-Mare on September 21 to inspect 
the factories of The Bristol Aeroplane 
Company (Housing), Ltd. The party in- 
spected the “Bristol” works, where 
aluminium schools are being built for the 
home and export markets. 


SCOTTISH PREMISES for building 
trade and technical exhibitions have, in 
the past, been difficult to obtain. In con- 
sequence, many valuable displays of 
interest to members of the architectural 
and building professions have been missed 
by the North. 

The Board of Directors of the Scottish

AFTER A FATAL ACCIDENT at Mel- 
bourne Mills, Keighley, when a man fell 
25ft down a hoist well, James Wharton, 
builder, of Ingrow Bridge, Keighley, 
pleaded “ Guilty” at Keighley, on Thurs- 
day, September 27, to operating an un- 
fenced hoistway and causing injury to a 
workman, due to the hoist operator 
having his view restricted. Mr. F. W. 
Taylor, H.M. Inspector cf Factories, 
lleged that the hoist driver was unable 
to see the position of the hoist platform 
as it was raised and lowered by signals. 
On Wharton’s behalf, it was stated that 
his instructions had been ignored, but as 
an employer he had to take responsibility.

YOUTH EMPLOYMENT OFFICERS 
met representatives of the L.M.B.A. and 
of the London Regional Joint Apprentice- 
ship Committee for the Building Industry 


at the headquarters of the L.M.B.A. in 
Bedford Square recently to discuss 
apprenticeship problems and the entry of 
young people into the building industry. 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, Senior Vice- 
President ‘of the L.M.B.A., presided. Miss 
M. A. Mackie, M.B.E., and Mr. H. J. 
Beard, represented the Central Youth 
Employment Executive and among the 
County and Principal Youth Employment 
Officers were J. Wale Smith of the L.C.C., 
B. S. Maconick of Essex, H. F. Hoxter of 
East Ham, Miss G. P. Morgan and Mr. 
P. Gillett of Herts, Miss M. Huxstep of 
Middlesex and J. H. Evenden of Croydon. 

Outlining the scope of the conference, 
Mr. Woodbine Parish emphasized the im- 
portance to-day of the parent in the satis- 
factory working of any apprentice scheme. 

There was frank speaking on all sides, 
the employer who refuses, or neglects, to 
take apprentices, coming in for castigation 
on the lines of recent speeches by the 
President of the L.M.B.A. 

Mr. E. L. Jones, Secretary of the Lon- 
don Operatives, dealt severely with the 
criticism which Youth Employment 
Officers are apparently meeting from the 
employer who “cannot see five years 
ahead.” 

Greater freedom in the terms of the 
operation of the scheme were urged by 
some. Others suggested that employers 
favoured unduly boys from the Schools of 
Building. Finding local employment for 
boys was one of the difficulties urged by 
several; this, combined with the cost of 
travelling in certain areas was keeping 
boys out. Was sixteen a fixed age ? Could 
it be raised? Was it true that some em- 
ployers were paying “ according to weight 
and height ? ” and not according to rules ? 
Was the attraction of indenturing as 
against non-indenturing sufficiently em- 
phasized ? Was it realized that to many 
particularly to the mothers of boys inter- 
ested in building, that the industry was 
regarded as one of the least desirable in 
the land because of its legacy of short 
time due to bad weather ? 

Representatives of the building industry 
—among them Mr. A. W. Yeomans and 
Mr. Gerald Hill, replied to many of the 
points as they were raised. 
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SOME architects have been having a 
discussion with me regarding the 
shape of the lower part of an inward- 
opening external door and its sill so as 
to select a type of detail which may 
reasonably be expected to keep out the 
rain. It seems to me from experience, 
which my architect friends confirm, that 
the success or failure is much more de- 
pendent on the fixing of a properly de- 
signed weather-moulding at the base of 
the door than on the sill detail, so as to 
prevent the water running down the face 
of the door from being bluwn under the 
door edge. 

I think it has been customary to use 
a sill incorporating a water-bar with the 
lower edge of the door cut away, as 
shown in Figure 1; in more recent years, 
especially in the less-exposed positions, 
this type of detail seems, to a large 
measure, to have died out. I have heard 
many complaints that sills with these 
narrow water-bars standing up slightly 
above them are apt to be very dangerous, 
especially for old people and children as 
they are liable to catch shoes. 

An alternative shape which is quite 
widely adopted is that shown in Figure 2; 
experience seems to have proved that this 
type of sill and door shape is equally 
effective in practice and is less liable to 
trip users. An additional factor with this 
type of design is that it is more 
economical as the foot of the door does 
not have to be shaped, nor is there a 
weather-bar to be provided and fixed. In 
my mind, the essential and most im- 
portant factor is the shape and proper 
fixing of the weather-moulding on the 
door face; this needs to be fixed so that 
its lower edge is near the upper surface 
of the sill in such a position that there 
is not more than jin clearance. It is 
essential that the lower edge of the 
weather-moulding is shaped to give as 
good a “drip” as is possible and that 
it is fixed with a water-resistant type of 
synthetic resin adhesive. Flat top surfaces 
to these weather-mouldings should be 
avoided in order to reduce the risk of

water collecting at the junction between 
the moulding and the face of the door. 

Personally, I do not think it is vitally 
important to make the doors more com- 
pletely weather-tight than is provided by 
the shape in Figure 2, as all external 
doors should, in my opinion, have at least 
a protective porch, or, better, a draught 
lobby with a second and inner door; the 
floors of the lobbies thus formed can be 
of such materials as are not liable to 
damage by a small amount of dampness 
or even by standing water. The pro- 
vision of loobies is particularly important 
in exposed districts, which are those 
where no door sill, however well de- 
signed, seems to be completely effective, 
as they help to maintain even tempera- 
tures within the house and the direct 
entrance of wind is obviated. I have 
noticed that in fact a large number of 
external doors which open inwards are 
not provided with either a sill or even 
a weather-board; this type of construction 
may be satisfactory in urban areas and 
where a draught lobby is formed, bur I 
do not think it is adequate for single doors 
opening, for example, directly into a 
kitchen as the draught can become fright- 
ful. Personally, I favour the use of sills 
at all external openings and, in addition, 
thresholds at all internal openings as they 
increase comfort enormously. I know 
that there are many who object strongly 
to thresholds at internal doorways, mainly 
on the ground that they tend to trip 
people passing through the _ doors, 
although this does not seem to be a fact 
in practice as their use is very wide in 
some parts of the country. Thresholds 
also help to overcome the difficulty of 
differences of thickness of floor cover- 
ings; if they are well designed, I am sure 
there is no risk in their use and very 
little trouble arises where tea trolleys are 
used as in most cases these have wheels

A point I have noticed in connection 
with the sills of the type shown in 
Figure 2 is that in recent years the stop 
or. upper part of the sill (above the dotted 
line shown on the illustration) is a 
separate piece of timber. I assume that 
this practice has been adopted for two 
reasons, first to economize on timber as 
the wastage in forming the sill is greatly 
reduced, and, secondly, it permits, by the 
fact that the sizes of timber are smaller, 
better-quality timber I do not think 
there is great harm in adopting such a 
design so long as the stop is applied with 
a really good-quality adhesive 
it curling away from the main sill, ‘ 
it may be thought that ultimately 
is some advantage as it the part of che 
sill which is most liable to become worn 
and can be replaced
